The drinking fountains in the 
basement of all the schools are 
all kept In a sanitary, good 
working condition and furnish 
an abundance of class A water 
for the pupils. 

Lavatory basins with soap, 
water and sanitary towels are 
provided where the youngsters 
may keep their hands clean. 
Discarding receptacles are also 
provided but they are not al- 
ways used. 

The toilels as a whole, with 
the exception of a few that need 
minor repairs, are all kept fair- 
ly clean, ore frjse from foul odors 
and are in good working condi- 
tion. 

The most serious defect with 
these toilets is in the lighting of 
them. The outside windows 
«*an not be changed, neither can 
the .toilets be belter placed, SO 
the only remedy is to make them 
lighter by adding artificial light- 
ing over each dark toilet, taking 
off the door and laying them 
over with granulithlc material, 
or painting. 

The floors of the recreation 
rooms should be made of granu- 
lithic material. They are quite a 
source of danger to the pupils as 
they are at present. 

The furnaces are being prop- 
erly operated and there is no 
odor of escaping gas. 

And just in conclusion, a word 
in reference to the work of the 
health nurse. After looking over 
the two years' work of the pub- 
lic health nurse, we feel that we 
have received a new perception 
of the needs of the school and 
pre-school children of the town. 
Kvery monthly report of the 
nurse should be published in 
The Era and Express and every 
line of her report is worthy of 
careful consideration by all par- 
ents and those interested in edu- 
cational matters. 

It was said by someone when 
the town had a new influx of 
doctors that they would do the 
work of the health nurse and 
that her services could be dis- 
pensed with. On the contrary, 
the every day work oi the pub- 
lic health nurse is entirely diff- 
erent from that of the busy prac- 
titioner, and it is even more im- 
portant for she is building the 
future pillars of our country, 
from which our democracy 13 
constructed. 



Dr. J. H. Wesley, medical of- 
ficer of health, presented Ids an- 
nual . report following hhr 
inspection- of Newmarket public 
schools to the board Friday 
night. His report criticized the 
architectural arrangements of 
the school washrooms and urged 
belter lighting facilities, but 
othcrv/ise found the washrooms 
clean. 

At a recent. board of health 
meeting, complaints regarding 

the cleanliness of the tchool 
washrooms- were aired. The 
text of the summary of Dr. 
Wesley's report on thfs page. 
- H. A. Jackson, supervising 
principal, reported that an open 
house had been held in the 
three public schools on Friday, 
.and that he connidercd It to have 

been an extremely successful 

day. He said that he was very 
pleased with the amount of in- 
terest shown and that "the staffs 
of the schools really appreciated 

it." 

Mr. Jackson reported that sev- 
eral meetings had been held Co 
discuss the Jonn that the new re- 
port cards should take. He said 
that -a difference of opinion 
existed as to, whether marks or 
grades should be shown on the 
cards, and also as to whether a 
comparison .should be made be- 
tween the pupil's mark and the 
marks of others. 

"As a result of those differ- 
ences of opinion, It was left to 
Miss Denne, Mr. Jefferson 'and 
myself to make the final decision 
on what should be recommended 
"to the board. V/e are of the 
opinion that the student's actual 
mark, along with the class aver- 
age, should be shown. Ninety- 
eight percent of parents are in 
favor of including the class high 
as well, but psychologists and 
cducationisis disagree. Person- 
ality complexes of the children 
themselves are involved, and v/e 
are of the opinion that it should 



not be Included," Mr. Jackson; 
said. . >j 

*1 think that the inclusion of 
an* effort grading v/nulU bo. 
much more useful to parents 
and would avoid the complex 
difficulties," It. Henzius ' said. 
"The 'effort' mark is even morej 
Important than the 'average- 
mark, and the 'average* mark 1^ 
much more important than the;

Federal Education* Scheme 



The second meeting of the; 

Citizens' Forum was held at the' 

home of Mr. and Mrs. Harold 

Ghent on Friday, Nov. 8. The 

subject discussed .was Education 

and National Unity. After ani*[ 

mated explanation or all phases 
of the topic, the forum came to 
the unanimous conclusion that 
the establishment of a federal 
department of education is desir- 
able. 

Forum members were of the 
opinion that such a department 
could best serve the cause of 
education and national unity by 
offering subsidies to the provin- 
ces, providing that certain condi- 
tions were met. It was agreed 
that the conditions should in- 
clifde: (a) Adequate minimum 
salaries for all teachers; (b) im- 
proved facilities for the education 
of rural children. Such facilities 
to include transportation to and 
from district schools and, where 
necessary, the establishment and 
maintenance of boarding schools; 
(c) encouragement of special fac- 
ilities for advanced and back- 
ward students; (d) certain text 
books, such as history, should be 
"national" in character; (e) uni- 
form matriculation requirements 
and systems of teacher training. 

Whether or not schools should j 
attempt to deal with controver- 
sial issues, such as labor manage- 
ment relations, was the second 
report question. The forum 
agreed that this should be 
presented to the students by 
competent authorities. 

To the question 'Do you be- 
lieve that the school is an appro- 
priate place to tackle the prob- 
lem of racial prejudice?", the 
forum answered in the affirma- 
tive. 

Capt. G. A. Crulcher acted as 
chairman and Mrs. Harold Ghent 
was appointed to preside over 
the - deliberations of the third 
gathering of the forum members. 

Because the commencement 
exercises of the Newmarket high 
school take place on Friday 
evenfng, it was decided ' to hold 
the forum op Thursday evening, 
Nov. 14. at 8 p.m. The meeting 
place will be the home of Mr. 
and Mrs. Howard Proctor, 61

The ahilily ot the Newlnarkcl hlfch school Stu- 
dents who published The Bra and Express was 
quite evident in their work. Kvcrywhcre, there 
were words of praise for their effort.

While the actual editing of the paper of neces- 
sity was dono by two or three students, the 
editor-in-chief, Miss Eileen Jackson, and her 
assistants, many students participated in other 
phases of editorial work as Is seen by the variety 
of by-lines. Student volunteers appeared at the 
office to assist In proof-reading/ and on Thurs- 
day afternoon, nearly a score of students. helped 
in the folding and moiling of the issue.

The November 7 issue of The Era and Express 
marks the first time the high school students 
have published the paper since before the war.

POTATO PRICE SUPPORT . 

(The Barrie Examiner) > 

There has been considerable concern in Simcoe 
county regarding the effect of the surplus crop 
of potatoes in the Marilimes this year. Growers 
horn the five eastern provinces met with depart- 
ment of agriculture officials in Ottawa last month 
»jnd obtained support from the agricultural prices 
support board. On^ account of the representations 
made, the government decided to help in two 
ways. First, potatoes in the Marltimes will be 
bought for processing into starch. The price at 
the factories will.be from 90 cents to $1.00 a 100 
pounds. Second, the board will agree to buy No. 
I table potatoes in the Marltimes next spring at 
$1.00 for 75 pounds. These agreements have been 
planned to relieve the market of substantial 
quantities of tire present surplus. In Simcoe 
county this should hove the effect of halting the 
downward trend of prices and thus provide more 
money for potato growers in this county.

I've attended in that same old 
town hall, and tonight It was os 
good as ever; the acoustics there 
arc just about perfect r 

Oil by the way, if .you don't 
know what acoustics ore don't 
bother to look It up.- I did, to as 
to be sure I'd spell It correctly. 
It just means the science of 
sound. The lov/n hall was prop- 
erly built and the sound does 
not go ringing round and round, 
spoiling the harmony, but comes 
down perfectly. The only one 
thing I ever found was n bit dis- 
concerting was when a person, 
speaking from the platform, 
stood back too for and his voice 
v/as lo*jl behind the arch where 
the curtain falls. If one stands 
well out beyond the arch, he is 
heard perfectly. 

The band boys made a bright 
spot on the stage with their scar- 
let tunics and their shining in- 
struments, arid under the able 
leadership of Robert Moore, 
their conductor, they gave a 
most delightful program and 
Miss Gv/en Lambert, with Vint.

I 
was in Toronto recently attend- 
ing a directors' meeting of the 
Commercial Finance Corporation. 
My attention v/as called to the 
jam the lumber and woodenware 
Industries of British Columbia 
are In. You know there was a 
big strike Iherc followed by a 
raise in wages. . The result is 
that the lumber workers have 
got shorter working hours and 
higher wages which have raised 
the cost of production until the 
B.C. firms cannot compete on 
the open market. 

They are squaking now be- 
cause other provinces are send- 
ing In the finished v/ood prod- 
ucts and underbidding the B.C. 
Industries, taking the business 
right av/ay from them. The fol- 
lowing report,* taken from Bab- 
F,e>n*s financial paper of Nov. 1, 
will show you why: average 
hours v/orked, N.S., 415; N.B., 
45.6; Que., 45.3; Olit, 42.0; Man.. 
43.5; Sask., 42.6; Alto., 42.7; B.C., 
41.4; average hourly v/age In 
cents (in the same order), C0.8: 
03.0; 03.2; 70.0; 09.0; C3.4; 77.2; 
Ci.0. 

You will see that B.C. has the 
shortest working hours and the 
highest wages, therefore the 
highest cost of production in the 
dominion. 

I well remember what happen- 
ed during the depression which 
followed the first world war. 
Being mayor at that time, I had 
cause to take notice. Times got' 
tough. Tiie home market for 
leather dwindled. The Davis 
Leather Co. went abroad and se- 
cured markets in the U.S.A. and 
England. That would have been 
quite impossible had their cost 
of production been .high. They 
kept right on going during the 
depression and paying a living 
v/age which was a 'good wage 
under the ziircumstances. It was 
a God-send for Newmarket that 
they did so. 

What happened to the high 
cost of production tanneries? 
Huntsville tannery failed. A 
big tannery in the west end of 
Toronto failed. Many tanneries 
in Canada had to go out of bus- 
iness. 

Your pamphlet speaks of a 
total raise in wages of $225,000. 
That Is almost a quarter of a 
million dollars in extra wages 
during the year, which,, with 
the high cost of materials, would 
make it difficult for the manage- 
ment to keep going. If we get 
the depression which seems sure 
to come, the tannery in Oshawa 
Which you speak of may he one 
of the first to fold up. Natural- 
ly I favor the working men and 
like to see them get good wages. 
There is more to be gained how- 
ever by management and em- 
ployees getting together and 
solving their differences without 
too much interference from the 
the C.I.O.

The true results ot our teaching 
can perhaps be judged only 
when the pupils have completed 
their lives. If, like the Atheni- 
ans of ancient days, they aim so 
to Ifve that they leave their 
country in a better state than 
they found it, then v/e shall 
succeed.

The Editor, Kra and Express: 
I would like to express apprecia- 
tion of Mr. Jos. MeCu Hoy's very 
fine answer to a, pupil's letter 
regarding international affairs 
which appofred in last week's 
issue of your paper and to say 
that his views are in full accord 
with the policy followed in the 
teaching of history in Newmarket 
high school. 

In geometry, if one disregards 
the hypothesis, he cannot under- 
stand the problem and will 
arrive at a false conclusion. In 
current history, an accurate 
knowledge of all the facts con* 
necled with a problem is Just as 
necessary , to its understanding 
and solution. Since many mod- 
ern problems have their roots far 
back in history, the responsible 
citizen will endeavour to acquaint 
himself with the historical facts 
connected with those problems 
before he passes judgment on 
them. He must do thfs if he is 
to face honestly the complex situ- 
ations that confront him in to- 
day's troubled world. And so, in 
Newmarket high school, we stress 
the acquisition of accurate in* 
formation. We try hard to open 
the gates of knowledge so that 
the pupil may enter therein and 
gather for his storehouse a plen- 
tiful supply of all he needs to 
jn»k< him a *jood citizen.

It is estimated that the n?w 
Weston to Barrio highway will 
be paved in 1948. Most of the 
culling is completed now and the 
grading should be done by, the 
end of next summer. The road 
is modelled on the Queen Eliza- 
beth way and will have four 
lanes, each 22' in width. 

One of the greatest difficulties 
ericountc-red was the crossing of 
the marsh south of Lake Simeoe. 
The engineers had to clear away 
to the sub-soil, an average of 
six to eight feet. In some places, 
however, it meant going down 30' 
and 40'. 

The question of how this high- 
way will affect Newmarket is 
being widely discussed. The 
main purpose in its conslructfon 
is to relieve the traffic situation 
on highway No. 11 by providing 
a direct rouie to the north. 
American visitors coming 
through- on the Queen Elizabeth 
will naturally use it. People in 
the north and east sections of 
Toronto will likely still* use the 
Yonge St. .route. 

For those using the new road, 
(there will be access to the town 
line by a clover leaf. In this 
way, some of the Lake Simeoe 
traffic will only skirt Newmar- 
ket. There is some conjecture 
about the' t0WII line; its improve- 
ment will be a county project. 

For those interested in seeing 
this great engineering 'feat, the 
construction of the most up-to- 
date highway in Canada, the best 
views are from our tov/n line, 
west of Aurora on Wellington St- 
and the Bradford to Bond Head 
road.
